(Cont inued) 
HE LEADS THE INDIANS WEST. n 
In 1848 the Indians received orders from the Gov- 
ernment to leave their reservations about Fort Wayne 
and go to the territory of Kansas. They numbered 
about eight hundred and were led by Chief Lafontaine, 
whom, together with his wife and children, Father 
Benoit had received into the Church. The Indians, how- 
ever, refused to leave unless Father Benoit would go 
with them. But Bishop De La Hailandiere refused to 
consent, desiring that Father Benoit should not leave 
his congregation. Finally the Government sent on some 
troops. The Captain called upon the Reverend Father 
and begged of him to lead the Indians away peacefully, 
“for unless you go with them,” he said, “they will not 
go, and I will be obliged to hunt them down like wild 
beats and kill them.” Upon these representations Father 
Benoit secured the services of Father Nevron, the only 
survivor of the band of twenty-one priests who came to 
Indiana when Father Benoit came, and started on his 
tour to please the Indians-and save blootished. The tribe 
started overland, in the summer of 1849, and Father 
Benoit went by canal boat to Cincinnati; thence over 
the Ohio and Mississippi to St. Louis, where he took the 
stage for the present Kansas City. He finally reached 
the reservation marked out for the Indians by the Gov- 
ernment and stayed in the encampment with his beloved 
children of the forest about two weeks. He returned 
home by stage the entire route, traveling nine days, day 
and night, in one continuous trip. Out of six persons 
in the group he was only one to endure the hardships of 
the trip in one continuous journey. 


FATHER BENOIT GOES TO NEW ORLEANS 


In 1868, whilst Bishop de St. Palais was in Europe, 
Father Benoit obtained permission from the Vicar Gen- 
eral of the Diocése to go to New Orleans, but upon the 
Bishop’s return he was recalled. He went to New 
Orleans again in 1860 and remained there about seven 
months. On each occasion of his stay in that city he 
preached in his native tongue the Lenten sermons in the 
Cathedral. His visit on this last occasion was to solicit 
funds for the building of the Fort Wayne Cathedral. 


BUILDING THE CATHEDRAL 


Just previously to his last visit to New Orleans, he 
left $1,000.00 with the building committee, Messrs. 
Henry Baker, Michael Hedekin, Morris Cody, and Jacob 
Kintz, who, under his direction, laid the foundation of 
the present Cathedral. Upon his return from New 
Orleans Father Benoit, together with the gentlemen 
above named, began gathering a subscription for the 
new edifice. During the several months devoted to 
this work they started a subscription calling for 
$18,000.00, of which $4,000.00 was never paid. About

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MONEY FOR RELIEF WORK 

We would call vour attentien to a letter which appears 
in our READERS TO READERS column, and which contains 
a solution for relief work in parishes, while its recommenda- 
tions would bring out all that is good and best in the human 
heart. The writer recommends that the conventional practice 
of exchanging presents be suspended this year, and that the 
amount which people otherwise spend in behalf of friends 
who are not in need, be given to the pastor, or to the parochial 
St. Vincent de Paul Society for relief work at Christmas. 

In this connection may we nüt remind pastors once more 
that OUR SUNDAY VISITOR itself offers the best possible 
opportunity for the collecting of little bits of money from a 
large number of people every Sunday, and also an oppor- 
tunity to cultivate zeal among men of the parish. The Con- 
ferences of St. Vincent de Paul Society of St. Louis raised 
more than $20,000 last year for their relief work through the 
sale of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR at the church doors; the 
aggregate received from this source surpassed the aggregate 
resulting from all other methods of collecting. We were in- 
formed only this week that two pastors in Chicago are netting 
more than $100.00 every week from the sale of OUR SUN- 
DAY VISITOR; and we are certain that numerous other 
pastors are raising an amount almost as great. 

In these parishes, the St. Vincent de Paul Society, as- 
sisted by the ushers, have charge of the distribution of the 
paper. It may be said that it is impossible to enlist the in- 
terest of men to the extent of bringing them out to five or six 
Masses on Sunday and have them play the role of newsboy. 
But there is a ready answer to this “impossibility claim” in 
the facts represented which can be duplicated in some 
churches in every large ¢ity. It would be impossible to get 
all the men or half the men in any given parish to make the 
Sacrifice, but it is not impossible to precure a limited number 
who, for the good of the literature cause and especially now 
for the good of the poor, would be willing to take charge of 
the distribution of the papers. The large amount of money 
is raised by frequent announcements from the pulpits te the 
effect that all offerings for the paper in excess of the cost of 
the same will be applied to the relief of the poor. Then 
instead of receiving pennies the sellers of the paper will re- 
ceive nickels, dimes and quarters—and these offerings ceming 
from a large number will produce a neat sum.

This statue of the Sacred 
Heart is usually dressed in a 
long robe of white or cream col- 
or, and over the shoulders and 
hanging long. down in the back. 
is a rove of red. The edge of the 
red robe, as a rule, is richly de- 
corated with gold. On the breast 
of this statue stands out in half- 
relief, the form of a human 
heart, and from the top of this 
heart springs. either flames re- 
presenting His love, or a small 
Cross. 

Often the right arm is drawn 
up from the elbow and the right 
hand points to the heart, while 
the left hand is extended as 
though inviting us to come to 
Him. In other styles of this sta- 
tue, the two arms are extended 
forward, with the palms of the 
hands either turned up in plead- 
ing, or slightly turned over as 
though showering graces and 
blessings upon us. 

The face of the Sacred Heart 
statue is not a face of agony, but 
of calm, gentle, pleading love. 
The eyes speak sweetly to us. 
and the hair and beard flow in 
delicate, artistic waves. How 
different is this expression from 
the one we see as Christ hangs 
upon the cross! 

The month of June, as all 
Catholics know, is the month of 
the Sacred Heart.
